In short, individual workers 


get automatic pay increases 
from year to year simply 
because they are working for 
the government—a preferred 
status that is denied those who 
are working for taxpaying 
outfits.

Despite cuts in recent years 


of more than a million 
military jobs and over 100,000 
civilian slots, federal em- 
ploye salaries and benefits 
are expected to surpass $59 
billion in the fiscal year 
beginning July 1, the Tax 
Foundation says. That's more 
than double the 1964 figure of 
128.9 billion.

House 
Appropriations Com- 


mittee approved Monday |45.7 
million in appropriations for 
the U.S. Army Corps of Engi- 
neers in Arkansas. 


The committee approved the 


proposals, which were made by 
the Nixon Administration, with- 
out change. 


Construction 
funds 
appro- 


priated by the committee in- 
cluded $17 million for naviga- 
tion locks and dams on the Ar- 
kansas River and $2,350,000 for 
bank stabilization and channel 
rectification along the system 
in Arkansas and Oklahoma. 


Other construction funds ap- 


propriated by the committee in- 
cluded $3.3 million for multi- 
purpose work at DeGray Reser- 
voir. $3.5 million for flood con- 
trol at DeQueen Lake, $3.8 mil- 
lion for flood control at Dierks 
Lake and $1.5 million for flood 
control on Gillham Lake. 


Other appropriations included 


$7 million for navigation on the 
Ouachita and Black rivers, $4.2 
million for multi-purpose work 
on the Ozark Lock and Dam 
and $2.8 million for levees and 
bank stabilization flood control 
work on the Red River below 
Denison Dam 
in 
Arkansas, 


Louisiana and Texas. 


There was also an appropria- 


tion for $250.000 in planning 
funds for the Belle Foley Lake 
flood control project.

Withholding has been a head- 


ache for two years for wage- 
earners and the Treasury alike. 
In 1969, the rate was set too 
low, and many taxpayers found 
that, when they filed their re- 
turns this year, they owed sub- 
stantial amounts. 


In an effort to correct this, 


Congress revised the withhold- 
ing rate late last year, on 
Treasuryrecommendations.but 
overcompensated. 


So, there is the prospect that 


taxpayers, with money taken 
out of their paychecks that the 
government would prefer to 
leave in the spending stream, 
will have big refunds coming in 
early 1973. That is when admin- 
istration economists expect the 
economy to be more robust— 
and more inflation-prone. 


In its report on the pending 


bill to extend the national-debt 
ceiling, the House Ways and 
Means Committee 
disclosed 


that the prospect of a special- 
incentive savings bond has 
been discussed with the Treas- 
ury. 


Rep. Charles A. Vanik, D- 


Ohio, who brought the matter 
up in closed committee sessions 
with Treasury officials, said, 
"They had better do some- 
thing—if this $8 billion spins out 
all of a sudden it could send 
inflation up four or five points 
i, 


One way to increase the yield 


on the securities, Vanik sug- 
gested, would be to issue pre- 
dated E. Bonds, so that a hold- 
er would not have to wait a full 
seven years before collecting 
the entire face value of the 
bond, which is sold at a dis- 
count.

China shuts off Russia 


'No port in a storm 


LONDON (AP) - China has 


closed its southern ports to So- 
viet ships loaded with war sup- 
plies for North Vietnam but is 
still allowing ships from other 
Communist countries to land 
supplies for Hanoi, authorities 
in touch with both Peking and 
Moscow reported today. 


Peking's reason, according to 


informants putting out the Chi- 
nese line, is that the Soviets 
are unwilling to risk their new 
relationship with the United 
States by challenging President 
Nixon's mining of North Viet- 
nam's ports 


Moscow's version, as told by 


diplomats 
from Soviet bloc 


countries, is that the Chinese 
are easing up on their support 


for the North Vietnamese in fa- 
vor of a more flexible inter- 
national policy. 


The U.S. mining of North 


Vietnam's ports has been con- 
demned by both Peking and 
Moscow as illegal interference 
with navigation on the high 
seas. Informants in touch with 
the Chinese say Peking consid- 
ers that Moscow has the obliga- 
tion to challenge the mining, 
and that failure to do so im- 
plies tacit acceptance. 


The Chinese reportedly argue 


that the Soviet Union has the 
means and the equipment with 
which to foil the American min- 
ing while Chma does not. In Pe- 
king's view 
therefore. Mos- 


cow'i failurv to accept the chal- 


lenge can only mean that its 
relationship with Washington is 
deemed to transcend its respon- 
sibility to Hanoi. 


The informants say that as 


Peking sees it, the smaller 
East European countries lack 
the power to challenge the 
Americans, therefore their car- 
goes for Hanoi are being ac- 
cepted in Chinese ports. 


For their part, the Russians 


reportedly contend that Pe- 
king's attitude is consistent 
with other signs suggesting 
China is moving away from its 
obligation to help Hanoi. This is 
cited as one of the factors that 
has led Moscow to help in the 
search for a political settlement 
of the Vietnam War

Hempstead County Memorial

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13 dead in 
hurricane

APALACHICOLA, Fla. (AP) 


— Hurricane Agnes has gasped 
her last over backwoods Geor- 
gia after a collision with the 
Florida 
Panhandle 
that 
left 


homes uprooted, roads awash 
and millions of dollars in dam- 
age. 


Agnes, the first of the sea- 


son's hurricanes, killed 13 per- 
sons, injured more than 100 and 
forced thousands of families 
from their homes as she ramp- 
aged north from Cuba. 


Although an 80-mile-per-hour 


parent of ravaging tornadoes 
early Monday, the storm was 
reduced to a disorganized mass 
by midnight and was sweeping 
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across South Georgia with 45 
m.p.h. winds. 


Once the storm had passed, 


residents along Florida's north- 
western coast began picking 
their way through the soggy de- 
bris they had called home. 


One 15-mile stretch bordering 


the Gulf of Mexico from Cara- 
belle to Eastpoint, Fla., was 
lined with demolished homes. 
Parts of U. S. 98—including 
much of the causeway between 
Eastpoint and Apalachicola — 
were eaten away. 


"I gave up counting how 


many houses were destroyed 
and just put 'most of them' on 
my report," said Red Cross 
volunteer Beth Henson. 


Many beachfront houses were 


reduced to little more than 
nibble. 


H e r b e r t Chiprnan whose 


house was ruined, said, "The 
waters just came up and came 
in. I don't know how much of 
my house is left." 


While Agnes was churning 


across the Gulf toward the Pan- 
handle, a backlash slammed 
into the Tampa Bay area, in- 
flicting $12 million damage on 
St. Petersburg and neighboring 
towns. 


Flood waters more than 3 


feet deep were reported in sev- 
eral neighborhoods in Pinellas 
County. 


Electrical power and tele- 


phone service were interrupted 
during the day for more than 
1,000 homes, and when the flood 
waters 
subsided, 
poisonous 


snakes, scorpions and spiders 
turned up in residential sec- 
tions. 


"I killed a 5-foot rattlesnake 


in my yard," one St. Peters- 
burg man reported. "The guy 
next door killed a coral snake." 


Four persons died Monday 


and several others disappeared 
when a tornado sliced through 
three Okeechobee mobile home 
parks "like a freight train," as 
one witness described it. About 
40 injuries were reported. 


Several other twisters ripped 


through Brevard County on the 
Atlantic Coast 
Monday, de- 


stroying scores of homes, dam- 
aging 60 light planes at Merritt 
Island 
Airport and 
peeling 


walls from several apartment 
houses. 


Sixteen houses were lifted off 


their foundations and a $40,000 
yacht vanished into the sky, ac- 
cording to reports from Alliga- 
tor Point, a hook shaped penin- 
sula in northwest Florida.

For the third time in 50 


years, the U.S. Supreme Court 
has refused to overturn base- 
hall's unique status as the only 
sport exempt from antitrust 
laws. 


The highest court in the land 


thus threw the matter back at 
a .seemingly disinterested Con- 
gress, which has adopted none 
of the more than 50 bills in- 
troduced in the last two dec- 
ades to change baseball's re- 
serve system which binds a 
player to one team indefinitely. 


In 
a 
5-3 ruling Monday 


against a suit brought by for- 
mer outfielder Curt Flood, the 
court's refusal to redefine the 
reserve clause raised the possi- 
bility of another and more mas- 
sive general strike next spring 
than the one which delayed the 
start of the 1972 baseball sea- 
son for more than a week. 


"Technically, it is a subject 


for collective bargaining," said 
Richard Moss, counsel for the 
Major League Baseball Players 
Association. "But practically, it 
is the subject for a strike, a 
long strike. You either forget it 
or strike over it, and both are 
unfortunate courses." 


The so-called basic agree- 


ment between players and own- 
ers expires Dec. 31, along with 
pension and health insurance 
agreements reached after the 
recent strike in April. The bas- 
ic agreement covers minimum 
salary, expenses and many oth- 
er rules. 


One baseball executive, ask- 


ing 
to remain unidentified, 


said, "I hope we're intelligent 
enough—players and manage- 
ment alike—to negotiate this 
before we're forced to do it." 


That power rests with Con- 


gress. But Justice Harry A. 
Blackmun, delivering the Su- 
preme Court's majority opin- 
ion, 
noted that Congress has 


had a long time to do some- 
thing about it and said the fact 
that it did nothing indicates 
more than "mere Congressional 
silence and passivity." 


In fact, he said, the Supreme 


Court "has concluded that Con- 
gress has had no intention to 
subject baseball's reserve sys- 
tem to the reach of the anti- 
trust statutes." 


Baseball Commissioner Bow- 


ie 
Kuhn said 
the 
decision 


"opens the way for renewed 
collective bargaining on the re- 
serve system following the 1972 


season." 


Exactly what the players 


want was expalined by Milt 
Pappas, player representative 
of the Chicago Cubs: 


"The ruling doesn't make a 


lot of difference and the play- 
ers were not looking to make 
utter chaos, which complete eli- 
mination of the reserve clause 
would do. However, some own- 
ers now have an idea how the 
players feel. 


••What we are going to seek 


at the meeting table is an 
agreement that will give veter- 
an players some freedom in 
negotiating. After a certain 
time with a club, say five years 
or eight years, a player should 
be able to sit down and nego- 
tiate on whether he can get 
more money if he's worth it, or 
be free to bargain with another 
club." 


In its decision, the court 


agreed that baseball is a busi- 
ness engaged in interstate com- 
merce and Justice Blackmun 
called its antitrust exemption 
"an aberration" and "an ex- 
ception and an anomaly." He 
continued: 


"If there is any inconsistency 


or illogic in all of this, it is an 
inconsistency and illogic of long 
standing that is to be remedied 
by the Congress and not by this 
court."

President Frank N. Ikard of 


the American Petroleum In- 
stitute testified at a Democratic 
platform committee panel hear- 
ing that the petroleum industry 
wishes oil and gas "could be 
found

convenient 


places." But he went on: 


"Unfortunately, drilling for 


these resources must go on in 
areas where the geology in- 
dicates they might be found, 
whether onshore or in deep wa- 
ter." 


Ikard's prepared statement 


was submitted to a 15-member 
panel of the platform com- 
mittee at an all-day meeting in 
the Denver Hilton hotel. It was 
one of a dozen testimony-taking 
sessions around the country.

spoke also for the Mid-Conti- 
nent Oil and Gas Association, 
the Kocky Mountain Oil and

Fi- 
nal writing of the platform will 
begin Friday in Washington by 
the full 150-member platform 
committee.

and elsewhere.

then flew to Rapid City, where 
a flood June 9 left 216 known 
dead and thousands homeless.

OKLAHOMA CITY (AP) - 


An Oklahoma City newspaper 
has won a victory in its fight to 
gain access to Army records of 
units involved in the My I^ai 
massacre in Vietnam. 


The Army's decision to re- 


lease 
previously withheld 


record on My I^i came in re- 
sponse to an appeal by the 
Daily Oklahoman 
and 
was 


hailed by two freedoms of in- 
formation organizations as a 
breakthrough on behalf of the 
public's free access to govern- 
ment information. 


The Army, in a 
reversal 


which may have a wide-ranging 
effect on future Army classi- 
fication and ceasorship, or- 
dered the full morning reports 
of three infantry companies 
and an aviation company in- 
volved in My I^i released to 
the Daily Oklahoman. 


The Daily Oklahoman had ap- 


pealed 
the censorship con- 


cerning the 
196fl My I^ii in- 


cident, which involved 401 sepa- 
rate items ranging from killed 
in action to AWOI^. The May 
12 appeal was based on the 
Freedom of Information Act 
and the Army's own regu- 
lations. 


Robert W. Berry, the Army's 


general counsel, informed the 
newspaper that the morning re- 
ports would be relayed "with- 
out deletions." 


But Berry, in a letter dated 


Friday, denied the second part 
of the OkJahornan's appeal for 


release of the Army's investiga- 
tion into My Lai, commonly 
called the Peers Report after 
Lt. Gen. William R. Peers. 


The Army said it was justi- 


fied in withholding the Peers 
Report on the grounds it is an 
interoffice 
memo, 
an 
in- 


vestigative report compiled for 
law enforcement purposes, and 
that disclosure would be in- 
vasion of personal privacy and 
would jeopardize a fair and im- 
partial disposition of the appeal 
of Lt. William L. Calley. 


The Oklahoman had sought 


access to the morning reports 
since Dec. 1, 1969, and the deci- 
sion may lead to release of ad- 
ditional records also requested 
by the paper. 


Those records are Tactical 


Operations Center I/)gs for the 
Task Force, a brigade and divi- 
sion which conducted the My 
I*ai operation.

Dear Reader— One of the 


most important m e d i c a l 
problems we have is rehabil- 
itating a person who has 
atherosclerotic 
heart 
dis- 


ease or who has had a recent 
heart attack. After all, heart 
attacks are responsible for 
one out of four deaths from 
all causes in the 
United 


States. 


Every case 
has to be 


handled individually. It is 
not possible to know how 
much damage a person may 
have had during a heart at- 
tack 
until 
after 
he 
has 


started to show recovery and 
can get up and walk around. 
Only when the heart is used 
more can the doctor tell if it 
is going to be strong enough 
for the person to lead a rela- 
tively normal life. 


About all I can give you 


are some guidelines. As long 
as a person isn't having 
chest pain or discomfort or 
isn't 
excessively 
fatigued, 


the best exercise is to walk. 
The a m o u n t of walking 
should be g r a d u a l l y in- 
creased. No one who has had 
a heart attack should be do- 
ing any more vigorous exer- 
cise than walking for about 
three months after the initial 
attack occurred. This time is 
needed to open the small 
arteries in the heart to pro- 
vide detours for blood supply 
around the artery which has 
been blocked. 


Under c a r e f u l medical 


supervision, some patients 
who have recovered 
well 


from their heart attack can 
do a little more vigorous 
physical activity sooner, but 
only with the doctor's ad- 
vice. I have seen many men 
gradually build up their ex- 
ercise tolerance to the same 
level or better than it was 
before their a t t a c k oc- 
curred. 


Stopping cigarette smoking 


is a must. I also recommend 
stopping coffee and all stim- 
ulating drugs. During the 
first three months, activities 
should be limited to a level 
that the heart rate doesn't 
exceed 100 beats per minute. 
Coffee, 
stimulating drinks 


and cigarettes all contribute 
to rapid heart rate. 


The important thing in the 


diet is to reduce the calorie 
intake enough to eliminate 
any excess body fat.

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Party reshaping 
is goal of plan 


NEW YORK (AP) - Sen. 


George McGovern hopes to win 
200 more delegates over scat- 
tered opposition today in a New 
York primary that could give 
him nearly half the remaining 
votes he needs to capture the 
Democratic presidential nomi- 
nation. 


With 41 of his delegates unop- 


posed and many others facing 
only token opposition, including 
some organization rivals that 
would 
back 
him 
also, 


McGovern appeared certain to 
win a substantial majority of 
the 248 delegates being elected 
in the last of 23 presidential 
primaries. 


The South Dakota senator 


said it would be a setback if he 
won less than 200 of New 
York's total of 278 delegates. 
The last 30 will be allocated by 
the Democratic state com- 
mittee in the same proportion 
as the elected delegates. 


With only a handful of other 


delegates yet to be selected in 
other states, McGovern's first- 
ballot strength stands at 1,072.3 
votes—436.7 short of the 1,509 
needed to capture the nomi- 
nation. 


The names of presidential 


candidates don't appear on the 
ballot in New York, where vot- 
ers in each of 39 congressional 
districts will pick delegates and 
alternates. 
They'll have to 


know before they go in the 
booth which delegates favor 
which candidate. 


Republicans are picking 78 of 


their 88 delegates, with support- 
ers of President Nixon expected 
to win most of them. 


Besides the presidential dele- 


gate races, a number of hot 
congressional races are being 
derided. In two New York Gty 
districts, 
liberal incumbents 


have been thrown together by 
reapportionment, Heps. William 
F. Ryan and Bella Abzug in a 
mainly Manhattan district and 
Reps. Jonathan Bingham and 
James Scheuer in the Bronx.

LITTLE ROCK ( A P ) — The 


squabble over the state's full- 
crew freight train law appears 
to be renewing, but the argu- 
ments are the same as they 
have been in the past. 


Clovis Bryant, state director 


of the United Transportation 
Union said Monday that even 
thoug shippers now have a 
clause that no railroad employe 
with seniority would be laid-off 
or have his wages reduced, the 
repeal of the law could mean 
loss of 500 jobs to Arkansas 
workers. 


Bryant said that the addition- 


al section in this year's petition 
does not provide "adequate 
protection" for Uie railroad em- 
ployes. 


The section says no railroad 


employe with seniority in train 
engine or yard service on the 
effective date of the repealing 
would be "discharged, laid off, 
furloughed or suffer a reduction 
in earning by reason of the 
act." 


A spokesman for Arkansas 


shippers said Secretary of State 
Kelly Bryant will be presented 
a petition Wednesday to get an 
initiated act placed on the bal- 
lot to repeal the law. 


The 
law requires 
freight 


trains with 25 or more cars to 
have a crew of six men. The 
shippers maintain that that 
many men are not needed. 


If the initiated act is placed 


on the ballot it will be the fifth 
such act presented to Arkansas 
voters. 


"We felt that the people 


spoke long and loud in 1970 say- 
ing they want to retain this 
law," Bryant said.
